Medical 
Marijuana 
in BWG? 

Since the federal government 
changed the Regulations governing 
the production of Medical Marijuana, 
municipalities have been grappling 
with the issue of where to permit 
large-scale commercial marijuana 
production facilities. 

The new regulations were introduced 
in lime 2013, and fully took effect 
on April 1,2014, making it illegal for 
Medical Marijuana users to grow then- 
own - although that is an issue being 
challenged in court. Instead, anyone 
with a prescription is required to 
purchase marijuana from an approved 
and licensed grower, who has met a 
long list of environmental, monitoring 
and security standards. 

It is Health Canada that reviews and 
approves applications for a 'Medical 
Marihuana Production Site’ (MMPS); 
municipalities have no control - 
except through land use planning, 
and their Official Plans and Zoning 
By-laws. 

Debate has largely been over 
whether Medical Marijuana 
production should be considered an 
Agricultural use - and therefore able 
to locate anywhere on Agriculturally- 
zoned land - or an Industrial use, 
reflecting the fact that production 
must be entirely indoors, and include 
processing, lab analysis, monitoring, 
sales (excluding retail) and shipping. 

On March 3, the debate finally 
reached Bradford West Gwillimbury 
Council. New Senior Planner Alan 
Wiebe presented a report that
